The cool headed persons in the crowd had 
ali they could do for a minute or two to pre- 
vent those who were frightened or slightly 
burned from following Fisher into the water. 

The Minnie H. took fire instantly, but the 
passengers had time to hustle from it to the 
dock, which it had reached before the fire 
got a good start.

Better days came. Burdens grew lighter, 
life easier, but it was still a race courageous, 
a race ready to sdcrificé all save honor for 
liberty. The air was full of the “ rights of 
man,’ and since the days of Cromwell] and 
Milton, and even long before, men had dared 
to talk of limiting the “ rights of kings.” 
~ Government and its functions had been dis- 
cussed for centuries by various philosophers, 
and to a people who have struggled with the 
problems of establishing a government in a 
new land under néw conditions such discus- 


sions must bave had a remarkable fascina-., 


tion. They were brought up on character 
making and constitutional righis. Moreover, 
most of the original settlers had come to 
these shores for the sake of some principle 
that seemed vital. 

Not lightly then would they give up. the 
liberties they had gained, nor relinquish the 
principles in which they believed. At that 
time life was hard enough for all to do some 
serious thinking and ft ic unlikely that the 
women of the familiec escaped from some 
share In ciscussions of the great themes that 
often held the men. s 

However that may be, the women of revo- 
lutionary times threw themselves heart and 
soul into twe strife and urged resistance to 
what they conceived was tyranny. It Is 
strange that women, who are usually accused 
of taking everything in a personal sense, did 
net apply the philpsophy of the times to 
themselves. It was the men in this case 
whe made the personal application of the 
doctrines of the “rights of man,”’ and the 
women wc seemed to see the broader appli- 
cation, for to most of them it meant separa- 
tion ang independence of the colonies as a 
nation, to the men it seemed to mean the 
triumph. of their individua! rights as human 
beings.

Nobly did the women play their part in 
the struggle for Mberty. While’ the men 
fought trey carried on the business, they 
cared fe: their homes and the children; their 
babies were often born within sound of mus- 
ketry aud cannons’ boom. They nursed the 
soldiers, collected and carried supplies to 
them. They played the part of spies and 
messengers, but many of the stories of their 
individual heroism have been allowed to be- 
come tradition. 

In her “Women of the American Revoly- 
tion,” Mrs. Ellet tells the story, among 
mauy cthers, of one young girl, a South Car. 
olinian, Dicey Langston by name, a girl yet 
in her teens, who was the heroine of an ad: 
venture which makes the famous ride of 
Paul Revere seem like a pleasant moonlight

-No fleet steed was here to tell off the eary 
miles with Aying feet. but alone aaa on 
foot, over marshes, through “creeks and 
lonely woods, she made her way for miles 
one night to warn a settiément of liberty 
people that the Loyalists were planning a 
murderous raid upon them.

ment lay upon the other side of the river 
Tyger, and when she finally came to it, black 
and swollen with recent rains, her heart 
failed her, for evén in times it was 
difficult to ford it.

How many of the women did hope thet the 
new government might be a real democracy 
and not simply a male autocracy will never 
now be known. Mercy Otis Warren, the sis- 


. ter of James Otis, is said to have been the 


first one to whisper the word “‘ separation,’ 
and te have counseled it, while even Wash- 
ington and Adams .-were.denying the possi- 
bility of such a step. Her home wes prac- 
tically the headquarters of the rebellion. 


She was the first to base the etruggle on . 


“Inherent righte."’ Yet she advocated the 
policy of women pretending to be “ inferior,”’ 
because it pleased the men and did no harm. 
She argued with the discontented ones of 
her day that it was expedient so to do. Had 
Mrs. ‘Warren been of Hike mind with Mrs. 
Adams the euffragist movement would have 
begun in the year of grace 1776, instead of 
1848, and the “* militant movemem ” would 
long since have had. historic precedent te 
sive dignity, if dignity it neede. 

As ever in al) great crises, the great men 
of that time, who were just ordinary men 
after all, made great by circumstances, 
sought in thelr perplexity the advice of 
women, and as ever in such cases the women 
were sometimes bolder in thought than the 
men. As ever, also, the real brunt of the war 
fell upon the weaker sex. Far easier would 
it have been for those women to have coun- 
seled arbitration and submission to England, 
to have bowed the neck to tyranny. But 
they would have none of it. They urged the 
war, supported it, they jet no wordsof dis- 
couragement fall from their lips for fear 
that the men might be tempted to give up the 
fight and capitulate. They bore the news of 
death and disaster with fortitude, saw their 


“homes burned before their eyes with calm- 


ness, did not bewail wasted fortunes or per- 
sonal loss, counting themselves bleesed in 
being able te sacrifice somewhat for the 
giorious cause of Uberty.

Mrs. Ellet tells a story of a revolutiohary 
mother, Mrs... Martin by name, which shows 
the temper of those times. She had six sons 
im. the war, and the eldest, William, was a 
captain of artillery. After serving with dis- 
tinction in several sieges he fipalty was 
killed in the siege of Augusta. 

The news was borne to her by a Britich 
Officer, who went out of his way that he 
might gratify his hatred of the Whigs by 
carrying the fatal news to the family him- 
self. In Mrs. Eliet’s own words: 

“ He called at the house and asked Mrs. 
Martin if she had not a son in the army at 
Augusta. She replied in the affirmative. 
‘Then I saw his brains blown out on the 
field of battle,’ said the monster, who antici- 
pated his triumph in the sight of a parent's 
agony. But the effect of the startling an- 
nouncement was other than he expected. Ter- 
rible as Was the shock, and aggravated by 
the ruthless cruelty with which her bereave- 
ment, was made known, no woman's weak- 
ness was suffered to appear. After listen. 
ing to the dreadful recital, the only repiy 
made by this American dame was, * He couig 
not have died in a nobler cause!’ The ey}. 
dent chagrin of the officer as he turned and 
rode away is still remembered in the family

that long before the revolution they organ- 
ized anti-tea leagues and bound themselves

.moved.' They did more. Loyal ones refused 
to buy) imported finery, gloves. ribbons, 
feathers, the silks and fancy things so dear 
to feminine hearts, anything upon which a 
‘tax was placed. while to wear home made 
goods became a mark of patriotism. ) This 
demand for domestic goods practically was 
the beginning of American industry; In 
those troubled times it was begun and car- 
ried on mainly by women, so the wage earn- 
ing woman of today is but holding her own 
in industry by virtue of inheritance. Tt fi 
the man. the former soldier, who is the inter- 
loper, the trespasser, if there be any. 

They organized themselves into societies 
called “The Daughters of Liberty ”’ to cul- 
tivate the spirit of the times, to keep it from 
dying an early death. But besides their anti- 
tea leagues, their, correspondence commit- 
tees, their interminable duties, their do- 
mestic industries, their active codperation 
with the real warfare, women for the first 
time showed the possibilities of organized 
feminine effort in relief work, the work that 
has now become almost a commonplace in 
time of war or when great disasters otcur. 
Esther De Bredy Reed, an Englishwoman by 
birth, a patriot by marriage, practically be- 
gan the movement. Thus in many ways the 
women proved their worth as loyal patriots. 

Ida M. Tarbell says that the “‘ practice of 
looking sympathetically after the needs of 
the soldiers was set by Martha Washington 
herself in the winter of 1777-'78."" Indeed, it 
is recorded that she spent that dreadful win- 
ter at Valley Forge with her husband, Gen. 
Washington, doing her best to alleviate the 
suffering and keep up the spirts of the men 
by her ministrations.

The war over, their share In all the duties 
and sorrows of that time forgotten, the moth- 
ers of our country found themselves ignored 
in the new government by the fathers, who 
eppropriated for themselves the “ rights ”’ 
fer which they all had contended. For how 
chn a war be fought unless the women do 
their part? » Uniess the women plow, sew, 
and reap, unless they buy and sell, pay texes, 
nurse the wounded, gather supplies; unless 
they themselves help furnish_ the sinews 
of war. all this in eddition to their own rou- 
tine labors, how are battles to be fought and 
won? 

The soldief argument against women as 
citizene is somewhat shabby, for it stands 
to reason that wonien cal serve a cause far 
more effectively In thelr own way than they 
could as sdldiers. He who spends his time 
campaigning would starve or die of exposure 
unless there were others at work to see that 
he ts fed and-clothed. 

At that time, under an unstable govern- 
ment, with limited resources and scant cred- 
it, this must have been mainly woman's 
work. Today there are still living many 
women who can tell how, during the civil 
war, they banded together to “sew for the 
soldiers and make bandages and lint for 
them.” Thies was but a smal part of the 
extra burdens imposed upon women 
war times, though the soldier argument is 
etill used against them. ;

Evidently Mrs. Adams @id not foment her 
rebellion as she promised. Even. ae in our 
day most women must have conceived. of 
liberty as something concerning men alone.

Men have long since grown enthusiastic 
over Hmiting the divine “righis of kings ” 
but they scent treason in any discussion con- 
cerning, even. remotely, the “ divine rights” 
of husbands. So it wag they formed their 
government, looked after their. own rights, 
and took up the burden of life again. Like 
certain statesmen of our own day, they were 
fully convineed- that wor:en were unfit for 
self-government. It was the divine orde+ of 
things, and. who would question-the divine? 
Had not Milton, the great apostle of liberty, 
written long age concerning the beginning 
of such things: 3 


To whom thus Eve. with perfect beauty adorn’d.,. 
My Autbor and Disposer, what thou. bid'st 
Unargued I obey: so God ordains; 

God is thy law, thou mitie: <6 know no more 

Is woman's happiest knowledge and her praise 
and the good mcn fully believed it. 


When Mary WolMstonecraft’s book ap- 
peared it was too late, so far as American 
women were concerned. Had the French 
revolution preceded a America, perhaps 
the latér philosophy that time had tri- 
umphed, in the new world, at least. The 
French philosopher, Condercet, pleaded elo- 
quently for equal rights for women in 1787. 
Theodore Stanton says, “ his essay ‘On the 
Admission of Women to Citizenship’ sounds 
like an article in the Boston Woman’s Jour- 
nal”’ Nor did he stand alone among men 
of that time and country in his contention for 
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the emancipation of women.

John Adams was acquainted with the views 
of Condercet, but wes unimpressed by them.

the Frenchman's liberal ideas. Milton, 


Rousseau, and all their ilk, expounders of hu- 
man rights for men only, had triumphed 
and the government came into being a male 
autocracy, was launched upon its career, 
with a limited manhood suffrage, false to |. 
the ideals and untrue to the great principles 
of the declaration of independence. 


Rousseau, their famous contemporary, like 
Milton @n ardent supporter of the «“ rights 
of man,” had spoken in no uncertain train 
concerning the *‘ duties of women.” To auote 

‘him: 


*“ For this reason the education of women 
should always be relative to men. To please, 
to be useful to us, to make us love and és- 
teem them, to educate us when. young, and 
take ‘care of us when grown up; to advise, 
to conséle us, to render our lives easy and 
agreeable, thete are the duties of women 
at all times, and. what they should be taught 
in their infancy.” 

Thies kind of philosophy and much more to 
the same effect, coming On top of centuries of 
preaching, on top of the testimony of Moses 
and Paul, fully convinced the fathers of our 
country that the principles which so thrilled 
them did not apply to mere women. Of 
course, all men were born free and equa): 
Liberty was the inalienable right of man; 
what more, then, could a woman ask than the 
supreme privilege of yoking her lot with one 
who was thus born into the world with “ in- 
slienable rights *’?

trunks of the shade trees standing elong our 
residential streets. 

It is a foolish practice and can only be 
the result of overenthusiasm for trees, com- 
bined with a lack of scientific knowledge re- 
garding the growth and habits of the tree 
This practice cannot be considered tree doc- 
toring and would be-more correctly termed 
tree abuse,“because it has ea detrimental 
rather than a beneficie) effect.

The lime soon begins to peel 
and wash off, leaving the tree speckied with 
white dots, making the appearance extreme- 
ly untidy ahd the offender is tempted to re- 
paint the trees from time to time. 

It must further be stated that this prac- 
tics is @ violation of section % of the ordi- 
nance passed by the city council, and the 
city forester is anxious to have ell these 
violations reported at the time they are com- 
mitted.

This property of shark skin renders it espe- 
cially valuable for the manufacture of “ sha- 
green.” The skin being both tough and easy 


- to work, it is susceptible to use for many per- 


poses whereto decorative leather effects are 
desired.

Despite its lumpy armor the sturgeon af- - 


fords a valuable and attractive leather. It 
has been found that when the bony platesare 
removed. the patterns thereof remain on the 
skin, just-as the patterns of alligator scales 
remain on alligator leather, a circumstance 
that adds much to the value of the product. 
From the sturgeons that abound on our Pa- 
cific coast and in the great lakes there is 
procured a tough leather that is utilized for 
the making of laces to join Jeather belting in 
machinery, and, it is said, the laces frequent- 
-ly outwear the belting itself.

Eelskin Used for Many Things. 

Welskin serves for many purposes, among 
them being the manufacture of leather for 
binding hooks and for braiding into whips. 

The garfish, a fresh water fish found along 
our coasts, possesses a skin that is capable 
of a polish.so smooth that it resembles ivory. 
It has been used for the making of picture 
frames and jewel vaskets. It is said that the 
skin of this fish was employed by certain of 
the Indian tribes to make an armor. So 
touzh amd hard is it that, it is claimed, a 
bréast plate made thereof will turn’& knife or 
@ spear. We are even assured that of the 
finer specimens of armor constructed of this 
fish hide there were some capable of render- 
ing harmless the blow of a tomahawk. 

Queer uses are made of the intestines of the 
walrus and the sea lion. The former are 
made into sails for boats by the Eskimos, and 
the latter are slit and stitched togéther to 
form hooded coats, said to be far superior to 
rubber as waterproof garments. 

In the utilization of 6¢4 materials for mak- 
ing leather even the frog does not escape. In 
this country and in France its skin is used to 
make card cases and other small articles.

NN advance in selary has a most ex- 
- Dilarating effect upon the average 
wage earner, but like all good things, 
it hae tte drawback, for though the 
worthy one ig overwhelmed with joy 
by an edditional dollar or two a week in his 
pay envelope, he is also aware that he must 
refrain from divuiging his increased value 
to hie fellow workers or suffer the penaity 
of dismiseal, for the average business house, 
employingia large number of workers, strictly 
forbids tte employes announcing the salary 
they got, get, or hope to acquire. 
. Manageére give ja lagical reason for inflict- 
ing secrecy with salary advances. One at 
the head of a large department explains that 
the plan is adapted not only to protect em- 
ployers against the demands of the. over- 
estimating but undeserving faction of em- 
ployés; but to protect the meritorious from 
the envy, and often malice, which would at- 
tend the circulation of their advancement. 
“Some time ago,”" one manager said, “a 
valuable young woman left us of her own 
accord because of the unpleasant atmos- 
phere which arose upon ber disclosing the 
fact that ashe bed received a salary increase 
of $3." 

Another manager says that salary secrecy 
is more strictly advocated among young 
men workers. ‘‘Qut of the seventy-five 
young men working in my department,” he 
said, “one quarter take an active, con- 
scientious interest in the business, one-quar- 
ter gives fairly good service because they 
went to earn more, one-quarter aims to 
work only when observed, and the remaining 
quarter consists mainly of time killers.

It is founded on a platform 
that poets back of ft declare will insure permanency, 
but even if ft should fail it may still pe oné of the 
best known communities tn the world, as its first ‘pur- 
pose is to work out an industrial art and handicraft 
which will be offered for sdle all over the world by 
traveling members of the colony. : 

Its insignia, the Indian pipe of peace, will be 
stamped on the bottom of every article and will say 
‘gk distinctly that it Was madé vy thé Waupello as 
if it were written out like the famous trade mark, 
“Made in Germany.” 

Since the famous Brook Farm endless communities 
have flourished and failed. In 1878 codéperative 
schemes were so plentiful that books were written 
about them. Eéonomy, Zora, Bethel, Aurora, Amana, 
Icaria, Oneida, Wallingford, the Shakers, and thé 
Brotherhood of the New Life, most of them religious 
organizations, were a source of wonder to the world. 
Other well known ¢xpertments of about the sameé 
time were the Bishop Hil) colony, the Cedarvale codmi- 
munity, the Social Freedom community, and the 
Prairié Home of Kansas. Only the Shakers, the 
Amana sociéty, and a few of the Economists remained 
of these in 1902. Next came the Roycroftérs’ soctéty 
at Bast Aurora, N. ¥., and the famous colony of 
Helicon Hall founded by Upton Sinclair at Bngle- 
wood, N. J: 

It has been estimated that the avéragé life of a 

community. is two years, but it.was thé unforeseen 
accident of a fire that made two years .about the 
tenure of Helicon Hall. It started with a promising 
foundation in 1906 and it was supposed that every one 
who went there had 4 puzzle that only the codpera- 
tive plan of living could solve. 
j The plan was to have tots of grdéund where the 
colonists could puild their own cottages, the standard 
of families who spont an average of $2,000 a yeér on 
their living was held, and 1006 persons joined . the 
colony. Success séemed promising, but by 1907 Gre 
had Wiped out the éxperiment. 

There has been no more unique co¥perative scheme 
‘than that instituted at Wyagamug¢-by L..O. Armstrong 
of Montreal, Canada. It was he who first started the 
drama of “Hiawatha” with a ¢ompany of Ojibwas 
Indians. ‘After showing for fout or five years through 
the woods of néfthérh Michigan they finalfy ‘ormed 
a settlement at Wyagamug., where industrial aris aré 
carried on after original Indian ideas. All, and espe- 
cially the women, have taken to it, and are producing 
work whith is real art and of which no tw6 things 
are alike. Thére afé no imitations or anything of 
machine manufactiife, and it is said that a real pair 
of moosehid.’ or deerskin moccasins, such as is made 
there, will last for years. The clay deposits near by 
aré befng utilized in a unique Indian pottery, and it 
is @xpected that the settlement will become self- 
supporting. It is not a money making institution 
for the stanizer or any other outside promoter; and 
whakever profits aré fiadé are to be used fof thé

Pet Ambition Given a Trial. 


Shortly after the publication of these volumes Hé or- 


ganized a Chautatiqua ¢ircle in Bast Aurora, and himself 
took up the study of Greek and Latin with a local cler- 
gyman. When well launched in the pubtishing business 
he indulged his. pet ambition and bought a _ trotting 
horse, then Invested tn’ somé land, and Vegan in a small 
way to breed trotting horses. The publishing business 
flourished, but the old barn was cold and thé second 
hand press slow. So he built a little Queen Ante shop 
and chapel combined and equipped a printing office in 
the basement. By this time the work had ovtgrown 
him. He needed helpers, so he émployed four béys and 
three girls, Bast Aurora products, and began téaching 
them the business.

On Jan. 15 Duke refused to pee his wife or hold any

Soon after this he had obtained a divorce,“but with 
love or without it Duke was not to have the peace he 
longed for. He was watched by his relatives, and he 
was always in the limelight of the operations of Alice 
Webb Duke. 

Born in an orphan .asylum, entrapped into a false 
marriage, jilted during her first real marriage to a man 
of violent temper, was part of the story of Alice Webb 
Duke as she herself tells it. Long bills for liquors 
presented by hotels which sued her in Chicago and 
New York, arid which shé did not deny, showed the side

PROJECT IS GIVEN IMPETUS. 


Details of Financing of Proposition® 


Announced—Definite Action to Be 
Taken at Meeting on July 22. 


The Board of Trade building project was 


given a decided impetus during the week 
when the proposed twenty story bullding plan 
of the building committee was approved at a 
meeting held on Friday, methods of financing 
the project were authorized, and architects 
were instructed to hurry along pians of the 
structure they now are at work upon. 


The proposed building ‘will cost $4.900,000, 


but as it was thought unwise for the board 
to attempt to finance it, it i¢ proposed that a 
lease for 196 years be given to a company or 
trust at a net annual rent of $160,000, the 
poard to rent from the lessee company the 
second, third. and fcurth floors at an annual 
rent of $60,000, thus wiping out the regular 
annual deficit of $30,000 and giving the board 
a nét annual income of $100,000 in addition to 
the rent to be received from the space it may 
sublet on its three floors. 


In the financing scheme {ft is proposed to 


issue $2,500,000 in bonds, in addition to which 
the lessee will provide $2,400.000. 


In arranging the new issue it is proposed to 


make one issue of $8.500,000 for the building 
and ground, $1.000,000 of which will be used 
to offset the present bonded indebtedness, to 
be held in escrow, and to be canceled in such 
amounts as the board pays off its indebted- 
ness, the remaining $2,500,000 to be asadimed 
by the lessee, who provides $2,400,000 toWard 
the construction of the building, 


The proposed ground rent of $160,000 is 


equivalent to 4 per cent on $4,000,000, or 
$28,000 a front foot for a depth of 225 feet 
with frontages on two other &treets, east and 
west, or $102.16 a square foot.
